Tho ".World" describes in detail tho 
exploits of tho Major in tho game of 
hacenrnt: "Tho wnitors at the club had 
called tho attention of the committee 
to the'faot that night after night the 
number of carda handed to the players 
bad miraculously increased at the close 
of .tho.gamo. As this romarkablo phe- 
nomenon had begun to manifest itsolf 
ftt^tho precise period when the Major 
became a inomuer of tho club, and as 
his winnings had been considerable, it 
was determined to watch him. One 
•evening ho offered to 'keep the bank.' 
Three sealed packs of cards were 
handod to him. Having opened and 
shuffled them, he commenced to deal. 
For Borne time ho lost and won alter- 
nately, only hve cards remained iu his 
hands. Theso ho put down on tho 
table, and observing that he would in- 
crease the amount of money in bis 
bank, drew from bis pocket a small 
portfolio, which, with apparent inad- 
vertance, ho put upon the top of his 
carda, opened it, and drawing out 
Bome hank notes, closod it and replac- 
ed it in his pocket. His five cards in 
the meantime became twenty-five; for 
with the portfolio, and concealed under 
it, ho had drawn from his pocket 
twenty cards. The game then con- 
tinued; but before long all the players 
rose and refused to play any longer. 
The Major addressed the several per- 
sons, but was "cut" by all of them; 
And the committee met and desired 
him to leave the club, on tho ground 
that ho had cheated at carda. Thoy 
ijad previously submitted the mattor 
' tO^BOmo Engrryh gentlomon who were 
members of the club, and 'who with 
aUiarhe and regret gave their verdict 
against their countryman.' It is fur- 
ther stated that, before the Major was 
datected, he had won £2,000; and af- 
ter 'detection 'actually had the effron- 
tery 'to Hend a friend to tho club to 
claim a further £300 which he had 
-won, and which was still due to him.' 
The committee declined to uccodo to 
this demand," and distributed the 
.£800 amongst the poor of the town." 

The death is announced of Lord 
Trodega'vvho has held a seat injouo or 
other .of tue two Houses of Parliament 
for fortv-five years.

Shaw Lefovro, X. C. B., resigned. 

Tho "John Bull ' understands that 
tho appeal iu tho Mackonochio oase

Tho 'death is announced of the Hon. 
H. T. .Stanley, brother of tho late 
Earl of Derby. 

In illustration of tho extraordinary 
•ntorprise now shown by the provin- 
cial pross, we may mention that tho 
"Scotsman" of April lGth (published 
in Edinburgh; contains eleven vory 
close and long columns, in small-bod- 
ied brevier, of the proceedings in 
Parliament tho previous ovening, tho 
Houao having met at 4 p. m, . 

"Db we learn," says tho "Globo," 
"tho limit of human lifo in tho upper 
air ?" It would seem from the tele- 
gram of M. Tissandier that tho deaths 
of M. M. Croce-Spinclli and Sivel and 
his own imminent danger were caused 
by suffocation at a height from the 
earth of about five [miles— more - than 
twice the height of Mount Etna, and 
noarly. ton times that of Mount Vesu- 
vius. 'Ttoir balloon, tho Zenith, 
eeema to. hiwo risen iu tho clear air of 
tho environs of Paris, and at tho rate 
of about a mile in five or sis minutes, 
to the groat altitudo wo havo mention- 
ed, and at 8,000 motros the three coro- 
mnits fell into a state of stupofaction. 
For two hours M. Tissandior. the sur- 
vivor, appoars to have boon insonsi- 
ble, with, tho exception of a moment, 
whence awoke, and saw one of his 
companions throwing out an instru- 
ment, an aspirateur, weighing noarly 
80I1jb.' Probably M. Croce-Spiuelli 
did thin while in the condition of Htu- 
pefaotion, with tho consequence of 
railing the balloon much higher than 
iho 8,000 metres, or 25,000 feet, at 



which tho stato of complete stupefac- 
tion occurred. Whou M. Tissandier 
awoke tho balloon had descended to 
0,000 metres. ; Ho saw his two com- 
panions dead, black in tho face, and 
their months full of blood. This 
painful accident will, of course, give 
rise to much scieirfific discussion, and 
tho possibility may Lo urged of invent- 
ing apparatus by which for a time at 
least life may be sustained in theso 
elevated regions. At present, above 
and below the surface of the earth we 
seem to have touched tho limits of life 
for beings born and reared in our sur- 
rounding atmosphere." 

Discussing tho subject of "graco" ia 
a recent discourse, Mr. Moody hap- 
pily observed that "a banker's idea of 
graco was that ho would give people a 
certain time wherein to pay a bill, and 
if they did not pay him then, woe be- 
tido them! But God presented them 
with interest, capital and all, and gave 
it then as a tree gift," and following 
up the same train of ideas ho said, 
"You can't draw too largely on God's 
bank of grace. There was once a run 
on the banks of Chicago, where I 
came from, and in six hours many of 
them were knocked up, but you can- 
not break God's bank. God always 
encourages a run on His bank, and 
there's no stopping payment there."

Caught in Their Own Trap. 

We have on BevoraL occasions point- 
ed out the intent and object c f the 
Anti-Registration of Voters' Bill. Wo 
have Bhown that tbo intention of tbo 
Government in passing tbo obnoxious 
measure w°.s to disfranchise — to do- 
priye tbe largo majority of the peoplo 
of this Proviuco of the rights secured 
them under Confederation — to take 
political power from the many and 
place it in the bands of the few — to re- 
duce the number of voters throughout 
tbe Province so materially as to mako 
tbe country a sort of "pocket borough" 
that should return only Governmental 
nominees pledged to continue tbe pro- 
sent Ministers in power until they bad 
accomplished their object of ruiuing 
tbe country and enriching themselves. 
The Act has boen very successful in 
many cases. Scores of good men that 
any other country would have been 
proud to admit to a share in tbe gov- 
erning power, have beon disfranchised 
in Victoria alono. Voters of ten years' 
•tanding at Cariboo, who have come 
to live amongst us permanently, have 
been turned away from the Sheriff's 
office because they are not tbo possess- 
ors of real-estate; while tbo names of 
absentee landlords who have not even 
entered tbo vineyard at tho "eleventh 
hour" will appear on the new lists 
alongside of those who have "borne 
tbe heat and burthen of the day" for 
many, weary years. Is it not disheart- 
ening to know that a Ministry that rode 
into power as tho People's Govern- 
ment, should bo the first to strike a 
fatal blow at tbe liberties they were 
sworn to protect ? Tbo old Crown 
Colony Government would not have 
dared to do what these men 
have done. The Civil List Bill excit- 
ed popular indignation from the sea 
to tho mountains and remained a dead- 
letter on tbe Statute Book. That Bill 
aimed only at tbo continuous employ- 
ment of a few subordinate clerks. But 
this Bill— this Anti-Registration Bill 
— is a stroke at tho root of tho system 
of Government by tbo Peoplo, because 
it deprives a large and valuable class 
of citizens of any voice or lot in tho 
government of the country. It does 
not reliove its vioiitn of the burthen of 
taxation. Oh, no! The taxgatheror 
comes all tbo same. Thoro are the 
poll-tax, and the road-tax and the wild 
land-tax collectors at the elbow as be- 
fore the right of citizenship was taken 
away. The quota must be paid towards 
tho support of tho Government. But in 
all other respects tho non-property lidd- 
ing citizen who has chaugo.l hia resilience 
during the past year is an alien! Though 
"native and to the manor born," ho is a 
foroiguer amid his own -people. No 
tan Iter how many "hostages to Hocioty"he 
may have given, he u debarred from oxnr 
cising tho sacred privilege that was 
thought to have boen inalienable under 
tho Constitution of tho Proviuco. The 
people of the Province might liavo over- 
looked tho Fourth Portfolio and the Sixth 
Minister in a population of 1:2,000 and a 
House of twenty-live. They might have 
forgotten tho attempt to alter tho IVrnis 
of Union without consulting thorn. They 
might have even condoned the drr-dook 
negotiations; — but they nover can, wo 
feel sure, overlook, forget, forgive or 
condono tho passage of tho Anti-Registra- 
tion Act. It caps the climax of all poli- 
tical rascality. It is tho sum of all pol- 
itical villainy. It ia an outrage upon tho 
free institutions of our country and will 
inevitably consign its authors to early- 
political graves. Wo aro not surprised 
to hear that the Government is alarmed 
at the atorm it has raised. Go where 
you will, thoro is but one expression of 
feeling, discontent with the now Act and 
contempt for its authors. From Cariboo 
to New Westminster— from Victoria to 
Cape Mudgo— tho verdict is the same. The 
(_r'> l 'orutiiout is lost beyond tbo hope of 
redemption. All that is required is for 
honest men with liberal principles to 
come forward and carry tho banner of 
BuFoltu to victory. Lot the constitu- 
euoioa see to it that only such mon re- 
ceivo their support.

Tbo British Finances. 



We gave a brief resume on a former oc- 
casion of the principal items of tbe 
Chancellor of the Exchequer's Budget 
received by cable. The papers now to 
baud report tbe spoocb in extonso. 
The probable character of Sir Stafford 
Nortiicote's deliverunco was pretty well 
anticipated. No one expected oitber 
important remissions of taxation, or 
any startling surprises or sonsations in 
tho manipulation of the finances, to 
which Mr. Gladstone had accustomed 
tho Houso of Commons. Unfortu- 
nately, too, for tho present Chancellor, 
bo rose to speak just as, after tho ex- 
citing discussion upon tho Pottiwoll 
potition, hungry legislators woro 
anxious to rush off to dinner — British 
practico not recognizing tbo propriety 
of a rocoBs for tbat purposo— and not 
over GO members romained to bear 
about the stato of tho national ex- 
chequer, or the ways and means pro- 
posed in order to provide for its exi- 
gencies. 

The income for tho year just expired 
was ostimnted by tho Chancellor a 
year ago as likely to amount to .£74.,- 
4=25,000; it actually amounted to£74,- 
201,873; thus showing a surplus over 
tho estimate of £4'J(i,873. Tho total 
appropriations forthoyeiu- 187-1 5 amount- 
ed to -£7'l,0S3,O0O, and tho expenditure 
was £74,3-28,000, giving as tho year's 
transactions an actual surplus of £503, 
873. The Chancellor estimates tho re- 
venue for 1875 6 as follows:

Sncb a sum in proportion to tho enor- 
mous totals on either side of tho account 
wns obviously not large enough to invite 
any very important changes; the only one 
proposed that is likely to affect tho ba- 
lanoos being a cha'nge in tho system of 
brewers' licenses, which will coat the 
Revenue £00,000. '1 he Chancellor re- 
minded tho Houso, however, that the 
smallness of tin estimated surplus was 
duo to tho large remissions of taxes, over 
£5,000,000, in the budget of tho pravious 
year, and of which £1,132,000 takes effect 
only this year. 

Tbe mo»t important proposition con- 
tained in the budget speech had reference 
to tbo roduotion of tbo National Debt. 
By n gradual process, Sir Stafford pro- 
po«e» to increase the sum annually voted 
for the charges of tho debt in tho next 8 
years to tbe fixed sum of £2S,000,000 an- 
nually. By the falling in of terminnblo 
annuities and other moans, this will, in a 
fow years, leave a very considerable sur- 
plus for the purposo of a spocios of sink- 
ing fund. In 1885 the Chancellor calcu- 
lates £6,800,000 of debt would bo paid 
off, and in thirty years £102,000,000. If 
the system ol casual surpluses and ter- 
minable annuities were continued, by 
18S5 £21,000,000 would bo reduced, and 
in thirtyyears £213,000,000. All future 
debts, ho suggests, should bo incurred 
by way of debentures, and bo subject to 
a strict system of audit and registration.

British Opinion. — Tbe London Neic* 
of ths"bith April aays:— On the 7th inst. 
the Dominion Senate threw out by a ma- 
■ jority of two the bill for the construction 
"of a railway bet ween Esquiinalt and Ka- 
naimo, which formed part of tiie new ar- 
rangements bstweeu Canada and British 
Columbia, and on tho following day the 
Dominion Philiamout was prorogued. 
All tbo political measures proposed by 
tha Government had, we are informed by 
oaVlo telegraph, been pas«ed by largo 
ruajoritios. Whatobjeot the Senate could 
have had in thus interposing its authori- 
ty it would be difHoult to deiine. A morn- 
ing contemporary observes that the re- 
jection by tho Canadian Senate of the 
hill for the construction of a railway be- 
tween Esquinialt and Nanaimo is to be 
regrettod, which is truo enough; but 
•when itgoos on to say that this rejection 
■will probably reopen the controversy be- 
twoon tho Dominion Government and the 
GoYernmcnt of British Columbia, ■ and 
that Berious difficulties will aiise, it is 
mistaken. British Columbia knows well 
•enough that tho Dominion Government 
is thoroughly in earnest, and is not to 
.too turned aside from the course wbieh it 
has ninrked out for itself in this matter, 
and in maintaining which it will obtain 
tho support of tho Canadinn peopl*. 

THOP.oDcinnY Ai.AitiiED. — The Local 
Government is now thoroughly alarmed 
«t tho attitude of tho people towards 
them, and the Chief Commissioner start 
edpn a pilgrimage through tbe district, 
yetterdar, to register electors! This is 
cool. Finding that tbo attempt to dis- 
franchise two thirds of the electors has 
been defeated by the activity of tho Op- 
position, who have registered half a-thou- 
»and itr'the City alone, iha Government 
has changed its tactics and by a flank 
movement is trying to forage in tbe ene- 
my's camp. Too late! Too late, gentle- 
men! Your effort to prevent registration 
only made electors tho inoro anxious to 
register so that they might eiperionoo 
4he unspeakable delight of giving you the 
coup dts gram at the elections.

TiiURSnAT, May 27, 

John Campbell and Williain Davis 
wero brought un on a warrant charged 
with illegally taking 2 horses aud a wag- 
on, tho property of Coun.

Trade is depress- 
ed and almost at a standstill pending the 
question in dispute. 

M. — Tho 1 Paris 
correspondent of tho Tunas writes that 
the recent decision of tho Left Center to 
vote in favor of tbe retcution of tbo sys- 
tem by which deputies are elected to tho 
assembly, by a voto of tho whole depart- 
ment instead of adopting Buffet's plan 
for separate olection of deputies by each 
urrondis-emont, will lead to the disrup- 
tion of tho majority and a ministerial 
cri»is in tho present session of the assem- 
bly.

Con- 
federate graves at Glennwood and Con- 
gressional oemeterioa will also bo decor- 
atod. Decoration of Union graves in 
several cemeteries takes plaoo ou the 20th 
of May.

Tbe exposures of two years go 
clearly to foreshadow that result. 

A special from Jeflersou City says 
people arriving there fro'.u various parts 
of tho State declare that most of tho 
grasshopper talk is uufounded.
